The Dream is Certain, and the Interpretation Thereof Sure 

In the book of Daniel we are told how he sought the Lord for the 
interpretation of King Nebuchadnezzar's dream. Nebuchadnezzar 
knew that he had had a significant dream but could not remember it. 
All the prophets of the king's court were to be put to death because 
they could not give the dream and it's meaning. After praying with his 
fellow believers the Lord revealed the dream to Daniel in a vision. 
Now a prophecy from the Lord is never wrong. If someone calling 
themselves a prophet of the Lord is wrong, then they are not who they 
claim to be. After Daniel gave Nebuchadnezzar his dream he said 
something very revealing: 

"...the dream is certain, and the interpretation thereof 
sure." 

(Daniel 2:45 KJV O) 

Daniel had no doubt that his revelation was from God. He didn't wait 
with bated breath for the King to nod his agreement with the 
interpretation. He knew it was the Truth, more than the King did. 

Folks, God does not want us to live in doubt and uncertainty, constantly wondering what is right and wrong. We 
must know God's law and be certain of it, because it is written in His Word. We can say that homosexuality is 
wrong with authority because God's Word tells us in Romans 1:26-27 O (KJV). We can say abortion is a sin 
with authority because His Word tells us in Jeremiah 1:5 (KJV) ©. 

What I am suggesting is that if you want to be a Christian you are obligated to believe all of God's Word and 
when you are asked your beliefs you must boldly share the Truth, in love.
